As their spaceship dashed 


ever nearer to home, the three 
tired astronauts caught as much 
sleep as they could, resting for 


the critical re-entry through the 
earth's atmosphere. 


It will be the fastest, hottest 


re«entry ever experienced on a 
manned space flight. 


Air Force Col. Frank Bor- 


man, Navy Capt. James A. Lov. 
ell Jr. and Air Force Maj. 
Willaim A. Anders gradually 
accelerated as their spaceship 
dropped back to earth after leav- 
ing the moon, 231,000 miles 
away, early Wednesday. 


Apollo 8 is to slam into the 


heaviest part of the atmoshpere 
Friday morning at a speed of 
24,700 miles per hour. 


The ship must hit a two-de- 


gree re-entry corridor — a 
26-m lie-diameter slot at an al- 
titude of 400,000 feet.

Noman Thomas 


Norman Thomas ran for the presidency six tim es as the 
Socialist party candidate. The last tim e, in 1948, he attracted only 
150,000 votes. A record like that wo old make some men a laughing 
stock. 


Not so, Thomas. Though the doctrines he espoused did not gain 
popular support in this country, something about this m averick pol­ 
itician caused him to be taken seriously throughout a long c a re e r. 
This may in part reflect the fact that he was not a politician at all, 
in the ordinary sense, but a creative thinker about the great Issues 
and concerns that underlie politics. 


His lack of success at winning public office die also failed 
in two trie s each at becoming New York’s governor o r the mayor 
of New York City) is not a true m easure of his political success. 
With some notable exceptions — government ownership of u tilit­ 
ies, m ines and fo rests, for instance — much of what he espoused 
finally won acceptance in one form o r another and is now routinely 
accepted. 


Even those to whom Thomas* ideas were anathem a are to some 
extent in his debt. F o r he, as much as any public figure of the past 
several decades, elevated the quality of political dialogue in this 
country. Because of what he said, others often were moved to deal 
m ore substantively with Lssues than might have been the case had 
he rem ained silent. All of us, whatever our views on political and 
social questions, profit whenever that happens. 


Norman Thomas had a way of crystallizing problem s, of stating 
them with clarity and brevity. One such formulation strik e s us as 
a fitting way to close this modest tribute to an extraordinary A m er­ 
ican; “ if I were to pick out one question on which above all others 
hum anity's fate depends, it would be this: 'C anand will we A m er­ 
icans avert World War m and still preserv e our freedom?*' There 
spoke a man who loved his country and understood its profound 
responsibility in the world.

The tim e saved by the 
recklessness

driving is insignificant. R are- 
iy is a life saved by tearing 
through traffic a t hazardous 
speeds th a t im peril the lives 
of innocent bystanders.

I enjoy w atching 
it when it is skillfully done, 
when the fighters are well 
protected and when the offi­ 
cials rigidly conform to all 
the rules of safety. 
A bout a year ago 1 re­ 
viewed the statistics of severe 
injuries associated w ith box­ 
ing, am ateur and professional, 
and was astonished to find 
th a t they were fa r less fre­ 
quent and far less severe than 
in m any other active body 
contact sports. I w as am azed 
to learn th a t a gam e like base­ 
ball had fa r m ore 
injuries 
than boxing. 
I t is true, painfully true, 
th a t a num ber of deaths due 
to brain hem orrhage have oc­ 
curred in boxing. I rem em ber 
one 
fight 
too 
vividly 
and 
have alw ays attrib u ted this 
televised tragedy to the poor 
judgm ent of the referee who 
failed to recognize th a t one 
of his contestants w as “out” 
on his feet. 
I would not dissuade your 
boy 
from 
this 
activity. 
I 
would im press on him the 
need for keeping in excellent 
condition and for using the 
protective headgear and teeth 
protectors th a t 
all 
coaches 
recommend. 
I do not believe there is any 
need for exposing a fighter to 
fractures of the jaw and frac­ 
tures 
of 
the 
nose 
because 
spectators encourage the un­ 
necessary 
hostility 
between 
fighters and 
thrive on the 
bloody battle. This perfectly 
fine sport should be won on 
points rath er than on knock­ 
downs or knockouts. P rofes­ 
sional football players w ear 
head gear and body padding 
to keep them selves from be­ 
ing severely injured. Boxers 
can do the sam e and avoid 
perm anent head injuries. This 
sp o rt like any o th er sp o rt is; 
an excellent preparation for 
a life in medicine o r In any 
other endeavor.

MR. REAGAN'S COUNTDOWN 
It has com e to pass that the 
school vacations mean m ore to 
the adult com munity than to stu- 
dents 
inasm uch 
as 
for two 
serene w eeks we are spired the 
daily accounts of chaos on the 
campus. Even so the respite 
is just that, the little truce pre­ 
ceding the renewal of thunder 
and sto rm s. In the week or two 
before C hristm as, students at 
the U niversity of W isconsin de­ 
nied le c tu re rs the opportunity 
to speak cm South Africa, stu. 
dents at New York University 
denied the right to speak to a 
m inister 
from South Vietnam 
and, m ost incredibly, to a mini­ 
ste r from the New York Tim es. 
At H arvard students denied the 
faculty the right to meet in pri­ 
vate session. And of course at 
California, the students led the 
country in hysteria and irra ­ 
tionality. At San Mateo, the 
Black Students Union has de­ 
manded that absolutely any Ne­ 
gro applying should be instant­ 
ly adm itted. 
And indeed ,t is m C alifornia 
that the countdown has begun. 
Because Governor Ronald Rea­ 
gan announced a few days ago 
that the colleges would reopen 
and function after the holidays 
as norm al educational institvw 
tions even if he had to ring 
them with police. That would 
appear to be drastic enough, 
but Governor Reagan went fur­ 
ther. He announced explicitly 
what every student of the sita- 
tion has known for y ears. It 
is that the student g u errillas 
would not have got anywhere ex­ 
cept for the support they con. 
tinue 
to 
enjoy from fellow, 
traveling 
anarchists 
on 
the 
faculties. To this question Gov­ 
ernor Reagan addressed him­ 
self quite bluntly. He said that 
the 
teach ers 
were th ere to 
teach, not to agitate, and that 
if they delcine to teach, they 
could 
go 
elsew here. 
E lse­ 
w here? W here is elsew here? 
What com es after California? 
Nothing, thank goodness. Only 
the Pacific Ocean. , 
I rem em ber during the c ris is 
at Columbia last spring when it 
becam e finally obvious that the 
students would not yield the oc­ 
cupied buildings unless ushered 
out by the police. But the re- 
port quickly spread that if the 
police w ere perm itted on the 
prem ises, 
Professor 
E ric 
Bentley would resign from the 
faculty. Now if I w ere on the 
faculty of Columbia, or a stu­ 
dent at Columbia, I would be 
very very sad if E ric Bentley 
left the faculty, but the springs 
of regeneration being very deep, 
1 could probably manage to su r­ 
vey and so, I expect, would Col­ 
umbia U niversity. 


I do not doubt that in Jan­ 
uary, when Governor Reagan 
lays down the law, that many 
prom inent m em bers 
of 
the 
faculty w ill threaten to resign, 
and it is suprem ely im portant 
that the Governor and the re­ 
gents and the chancellors and 
the stable elem ents of the facul­ 
ty and of the student body re­ 
solve right now to let them go 
ahead and resign if necessary. 
To begin with, that is the only 
way to make it unlikely that 
they will follow through with 
their th reat. Indeed, it is the 
only way to make it likely that 
they will fail to make that threat. 
Bat even if they made it, and 
followed through on it, we are 
better off with a depleted facul­ 
ty, than with a paralyzed uni­ 
versity complex in which the 
ever protected by eggheads who 
do not understand the rudim ents 
of civility. 
There is the further point so 
widely unnoticed. It is this, that 
fine m em bers of a faculty tend 
to sta rt unobtrusively to slip 
away when the atm osphere is 
so changed as it has been for 
instance, in Berkeley. In the 
years since the whole mad busi­ 
ness began, the transient rate 
at B erkeley has increased sev­ 
eral tim es beyond what it used 
to be. And why should that su r­ 
p rise us? Scholars desire the 
scholarly, not the revolutionary 
life. Why m ust their lives and 
regim en be dominated by stu­ 
dent anarchists? 
So, then, Ronald Reagan has 
apparently 
scheduled a high- 
noon showdown, and the whole 
country is waiting. It would be 
ironic if it were he who, fii* 
ally, resto red order to the aca­ 
demy. Especially so consider­ 
ing the low esteem in which he 
is generally held by tLu aca­ 
dem ic community, m em bers of 
which might have profited from 
seeing som e more of those late 
night m ovies, which rem ind us 
even now that som etim es 
the 
good guys have to take the bad 
guys on and that the old Hays 
u n ic e used to specify, in bet­ 
te r tim es, that the good guys 
should win.

WASHINGTON - At about the 
sam e time that A ristotle O nas- 
sis m arried Jacqueline Ken­ 
nedy, he also quietly purchased 
a Swiss bank which had been 
handling illegal gold tran sa ct­ 
ions for American depositors. 
In fairness to O nassis, he may 
not have known that the bank was 
under 
investigation 
by 
New 
Y ork's 
crusading U . S. A ttor­ 
ney Robert Morgenthau as part 
of his crackdown on Am erican 
citizens who use se c re t Swiss 
bank accounts to avoid taxes 
and evade the secu rities laws. 
Ironically, 
Morgenthau was 
appointed by M rs.O nassis*for­ 
m er husband, the late P resident 
Kennedy. 
The fabulously wealthy O nas­ 
sis last month bought the Ban- 
que de Depots in Geneva, one 
of toe 470 Swiss banks that have 
made 
tiny 
Switzerland 
the 
w orld's banking center. His d e­ 
positors include several A m er­ 
icans who keep se c re t, numb­ 
ered accounts. 
It 
Is against 
Swiss law for 
banks to divulge inform ation 
about these secret accounts, 
and the Swiss have flatly r e ­ 
fused to cooperate with coun­ 
trie s whose citizens use Swiss 
accounts to evade the laws at 
home. 
Meanwhile, M orgenthau's of­ 
fice has learned that A m eri­ 
cans have been using toe Banque 
de Depots to sell gold behind 
the Iron Curtain. Bank officials, 
acting for toe anonymous A m er - 
leans, have delivered toe gold 
usually 
to 
an interm ediate 
place such asT angiers. In some 
cases, the gold has been ex­ 
changed for diamonds. 
Swiss banks have also been 
used to conceal toe identities of 
speculators on toe U . S. stock 
m arket. Together, the Swiss 
banks 
com prise 
toe largest 
single 
investor 
and toe New 
York Stock Exchange. 
Investigators are wondering 
whether Jacqueline O nassis will 
now deposit part of her $10 
million inheritance from toe 
late President Kennedy in her 
new husband's private Swiss 
bank. 


Note: O nassis was indicted af­ 
te r World War n for his sharp 
dealing in surplus Am erican 
sh ip s. Rather than run out as 
som e Greek shippers did, On­ 
a s sis strode into too office of 
then - Attorney G eneral Herb 
Brownell and bluntly dem and­ 
ed; "How much is the stinking 
ran so m ? " He paid $7 m illion. 
The 
Indictment was dropped. 


HHH VS. TEDDY 
A 
polite backstage struggle 
has begun between Vice P re s i­ 
dent Hubert Humphrey and Sen. 
Ted Kennedy, D -M ass., over 
control 
of 
the Dem ocratic 
party organization. 
Humphrey has made it clear 
that he intends to assum e the 
full prerogatives of the party's 
titu lar leader. He expects to de­ 
vote m ost of his time to paying 
off the party debts and to build­ 
ing up the organization. He will 
begin in the great urban areas, 
which he carried in toe election. 
Humphrey has been given the 
full support of P resident John­ 
son, 
who 
prom ised 
‘hat he 
wouldn't interfere. He has no 
intention, he told Humphrey, of 
trying to run the Democratic 
party from the LBJ ranch after 
his retirem en t. 
Kennedy, for his p art, has kept 
his 
own 
organization intact. 
Throughout 
toe 
Presidential 
cam paign, he kept a secret com­ 
mand post at New York C ity's 
Commodore Itotel 
to keep in 
touch with Kennedy loyalists 
around the country. 
The Senator urged his sup­ 
p o rte rs to pitch in and help 
elect Humphrey. It was pointed 
out to the hesitant that they must 
dem onstrate their party loyalty 
if they expect to seek party 
leadership after toe election. 
Humphrey and Kennedy, as it 
happens, are close friends who 
a re n 't likely to get into a throat- 
cutting fight for power. They are 
m ore likely to establish a coal­ 
ition to build up the party, each 
m aneuvering to install his own 
men 
into the key positions. 
The first test will come if 
L arry O'Brien steps down as 
D em ocratic National Chairm an. 
The Kennedy forces are p re s­ 
suring 
Humphrey 
to appoint 
Kenneth O'Donnell, an able, nuts 
-and-bolts political technician 
and a Kennedy loyalist, in O - 
'B rie n 's place. 
Humphrey, however, fully in­ 
tends to put his own man in 
the job, probably North C aro l­ 
in a's ox-Gov. T erry Sanford. 
It will be interesting to see 


whether Humphrey canoutm an- 
euver the powerful Kennedy o r­ 
ganization. 
Note —Humphrey doesn't plan 
to work with his reluctant friend 
and Minnesota colleague, Sen. 
Eugene McCarthy, in building 
up the party. Although M cCar­ 
thy won't be excluded if he is 
interested, lie has already hint­ 
ed that he may drop his Demo­ 
cratic label. Humphrey also has 
complained privately, m ore in 
sorrow than in anger, that Mc­ 
Carthy is unpredictable, im ­ 
practical and seem s to regard 
him self as a modern Joan of 
A rc. 


FRANCO'S GRATITUDE 
F or 
more 
than 20 years, 
Spain's 
dictator 
Franco has 
been the darling of the m ilitant 
anti-Com m unists 
on 
Capitol 
Hill. They included such pow er­ 
ful figures as Speaker John 
McCormack, ex-Rep. Eugene 
Keogh of New York, Sen. Tom 
Dodd of Connecticut, and Rep. 
John Rooney of Brooklyn, all 
D em ocrats. 
They ramm ed special bills 
through 
C ongress, 
granting 
Franco m illions of dollars in 
m ilitary aid. Anyone who oppos­ 
ed Spanish aid was branded as 
a Communist sym pathizer. Now 
that Franco has spent the m il­ 
lions that they 
heaped upon 
him , it's interesting to take a 
look at his alleged anti-Com m u­ 
nist record. 


1. He has defied toe A m eri­ 
can boycott of Communist Cuba 
and has become the main source 
of W estern goods going to F i­ 
del C astro. 
2. Franco has also threatened 
to cl*se down the Am erican 
bases in Spain, while sim ul­ 
taneously dickering with toe 
R ussians to grant them a base 
in the Spanish-owned Canary 
Islands. 
3. Though the U. S. Sixto F leet 
has operated in toe M editerra­ 
nean since the end of World War 
n and the Soviet fleet has mov­ 
ed in only the last year, Franco 
proposed to Secretary of State 
Rusk that both the Soviet and 
Am erican fleet leave toe Medi­ 
terranean.

Norman Thomas ran for the presidency six times as the 
Socialist party candidate. The last time, in 1 MB, he attracted only 
150,000 votes. A record like that would make some men a laughing 
stock. 


Not so, Thomas. Though the doctrines he espoused did not gain 
popular support In this country, something about this maverick pol­ 
itician caused him to be taken seriously throughout a long career. 
This may in part reflect the fact that he was not a politician at all, 
In the ordinary sense, but a creative thinker about the great Issues 
and concerns that underlie politics. 


His lack of success at winning public office $ie also failed 
In two tries each at becoming New York’s governor or the mayor 
of New York City) is not a true measure of his political success. 
With some notable exceptions — government ownership of utilit­ 
ies, mines and forests, for instance — much of what he espoused 
finally won acceptance in one form or another and is now routinely 
accepted. 


Even those to whom Thomas* ideas were anathema are to some 
extent in his debt. For he, as much as any public figure of the past 
several decades, elevated the quality of political dialogue in this 
country. Because of what he said, others often were moved to deal 
more substantively with issues than might have been the case had 
he remained silent. AU of us, whatever our views on political and 
social questions, profit whenever that happens. 


Norman Thomas had a way of crystallizing problems, of stating 
them with clarity and brevity. One such formulation strikes us as 
a fitting way to close this modest tribute to an extraordinary Amer­ 
ican: “ if 1 were to pick out one question on which above all others 
humanity’s fate depends, it would be this; ’Can and will we Amer­ 
icans avert World War m and still preserve our freedom?" There 
spoke a man who loved his country and understood its profound 
responsibility in the world. 


Nixon neither endorses nor rejects Kissinger’s peace-talk 
views. But we’ve a hunch he kind of wishes they hadn't been pub­ 
lished right now.

well. I have carried on a re­ 
lentless campaign against dri­ 
vers of ambulances who are 
“drunk with power” and have 
lost sight of their responsibil­ 
ity to pedestrians and other ' 
drivers. A whistle and pene­ 
trating siren terrifies many 
drivers who stop short only 
to be rammed from behind by 
another car causing infinitely 
more accidents than the “am­ 
bulance emergency.” 
A national ambulance or­ 
ganization has, on the basis 
of my columns, established a 
set of rules of safety for the 
ambulance and for other dri­ 
vers and pedestrians. Unfor­ 
tunately, not all of these safe­ 
ty rules are followed by the 
drivers. I have always felt 
that many of them enjoy the 
special luxury of legally vio­ 
lating laws because of their 
ambulance immunity. 
Physicians who have “rid­ 
den” ambulances during their 
internships will almost always 
say that more lives were jeop­ 
ardized 
by 
the 
ambulance 
than were saved by any of 
these so called mercy mis­ 
sions. The time saved by the 
recklessness 
of 
ambulance 
driving is insignificant. Rare­ 
ly is s life saved by tearing 
through traffic at hazardous 
speeds that imperil the lives 
of innocent bystanders. 


Dear Mr. and Mrs. T.: I 
like boxing. 1 enjoy watching 
it when it is skillfully done, 
when the fighters are well 
protected and when the offi­ 
cials rigidly conform to all 
the rules of safety. 
About a year ago 1 re­ 
viewed the statistics of severe 
injuries associated with box­ 
ing, amateur and professional, 
and was astonished to find 
that they were far less fre­ 
quent and far less severe than 
in many other active body 
contact sports. I was amazed 
to learn that a game like base­ 
ball had far more injuries 
than boxing. 
It is true, painfully true, 
that a number of deaths due 
to brain hemorrhage have oc­ 
curred in boxing. I remember 
one 
fight too vividly and 
have always attributed this 
televised tragedy to the poor 
judgment of the referee who 
failed to recognize that one 
of his contestants was “out” 
on his feet. 
I would not dissuade your 
boy 
from 
this 
activity. 
I 
would impress on him the 
need for keeping in excellent 
condition and for using the 
protective headgear and teeth 
protectors that all coaches 
recommend. 
I do not believe there is any 
need for exposing a fighter to 
fractures of the jaw and frac­ 
tures of the nose because 
spectators encourage the un­ 
necessary 
hostility between 
fighters and thrive on the 
bloody battle. This perfectly 
fine sport should be won on 
points rather than on knock­ 
downs or knockouts. Profes­ 
sional football players wear 
head gear and body padding 
to keep themselves from be­ 
ing severely injured. Boxers 
can do the same and avoid 
permanent head injuries. This 
sport like any other sport isj 
an excellent preparation for 
a life in medicine or in any 
other endeavor.

MR. REAGAN’S COUNTDOWN 
It has come to pass that the 
school vacations mean more to 
the adult community than to s t^ 
dents inasmuch as for two 
serene weeks we are spared the 
daily accounts oí chaos on the 
campus. Even so the respite 
is just that, the little truce pre­ 
ceding the renewal oí thunder 
and storms. In the week or two 
before Christmas, students at 
the University of Wisconsin de­ 
nied lecturers the opportunity 
to speak on South Africa, stu­ 
dents at New York University 
denied the right to speak to a 
minister from South Vietnam 
and, most Incredibly, to a mini­ 
ster from the New York Times. 
At Harvard students denied the 
faculty the right to meet in pri­ 
vate session. And of course at 
California, the students led the 
country in hysteria and irra­ 
tionality. At San Mateo, the 
Black Students Union has de­ 
manded that absolutely any Ne­ 
gro applying should be instant­ 
ly admitted. 
And indeed it Is in California 
that the countdown has begun. 
Because Governor Ronald Rea­ 
gan announced a few days ago 
that the colleges would reopen 
and function after the holidays 
as normal educational institor 
tlons even if he had to ring 
them with police. That would 
appear to be drastic enough, 
but Governor Reagan went fur­ 
ther, He announced explicitly 
what every student of the sita* 
tion has known for years. It 
is that the student guerrillas 
would not have got anywhere ex­ 
cept for the sigjport they con­ 
tinue to enjoy from fellow- 
traveling anarchists on the 
faculties. To this question Gov­ 
ernor Reagan addressed him­ 
self quite bluntly. He said that 
the teachers were there to 
teach, not to agitate, and that 
if they delcine to teach, they 
could 
go 
elsewhere. Else­ 
where? Where is elsewhere? 
What comes after California? 
Nothing, thank g o o d n ess. Only 
the Pacific Ocean. t 
I remember during the crisis 
at Columbia last spring when It 
became finally obvious that the 
students would not yield the oc­ 
cupied buildings unless ushered 
out by the police. But the re­ 
port quickly spread that if the 
police were permitted on the 
premises, 
Professor 
Eric 
Bentley would resign from the 
faculty. Now if I were on the 
faculty of Columbia, or a stub 
dent at Columbia, I would be 
very very sad if Eric Bentley 
left the faculty, but the springs 
of regeneration being very deep, 
I could probably manage to sur­ 
vey and so, I expect, would Col­ 
umbia University. 


I do not doubt that in Jan­ 
uary, when Governor Reagan 
lays down the law, that many 
prominent members 
of 
the 
faculty will threaten to resign, 
and it is supremely Important 
that the Governor and the re­ 
gents and the chancellors and 
the stable elements of the facul­ 
ty and of the student body re­ 
solve right now to let them go 
ahead and resign if necessary. 
To begin with, that is the only 
way to make it unlikely that 
they will follow through with 
their threat. Inde 
it is the 
only way to make It likely that 
they w ill fail to make that threat. 
But even if they made it, and 
followed through on it, we are 
better off with a depleted facul­ 
ty, than with a paralyzed uni­ 
versity complex in which the 
ever protected by eggheads who 
do not understand the rudiments 
oí civility. 
There is the further point so 
widely unnoticed. It is this, that 
fine members of a faculty tend 
to start unobtrusively to slip 
away when the atmosphere is 
so changed as it has been for 
instance, in Berkeley. In the 
years since the whole mad busi­ 
ness began, the transient rate 
at Berkeley has increased sev­ 
eral times beyond what it used 
to be. And why should that sur­ 
prise us? Scholars desire the 
scholarly, not the revolutionary 
life. Why must their lives and 
regimen be dominated by shfe 
dent anarchists? 
So, then, Ronald Reagan has 
apparently scheduled a high- 
noon showdown, and the whole 
country is waiting. It would be 
ironic if it were he who, fiix. 
ally, restored order to tha aca­ 
demy. Especially so consider­ 
ing the low esteem in which he 
is generally held by the aca­ 
demic community, members of 
which might have profited from 
seeing some more of those late 
night movies, which remind us 
even now that sometimes the 
good guys have to take the bad 
guys on and that the old Hays 
Onice used to specify, in bet­ 
ter times, that the good guys 
should win. 


WASHINGTON - At about the 
Came time that Aristotle Onas­ 
sls married Jacqueline Ken­ 
nedy, he also quietly purchased 
a Swiss bank which had been 
handling illegal gold transact­ 
ions for American depositors. 
In fairness to Onassis, he may 
not have known that the bank was 
under investigation 
by New 
York’s crusading U. S. Attor­ 
ney Robert Morgenthau as part 
of his crackdown on American 
citizens who use secret Swiss 
bank accounts to avoid taxes 
and evade the securities laws. 
Ironically, 
Morgenthau was 
appointed by Mrs.Onassis*for­ 
mer husband, the late President 
Kennedy. 
The fabulously wealthy Onas­ 
sis last month bought the Ban- 
que de Depots in Geneva, one 
of the 470 Swiss banks that have 
made 
tiny 
Switzerland the 
world’s banking center. His de­ 
positors include several Amer­ 
icans who keep secret, numb­ 
ered accounts. 
It Is against Swiss law for 
banks to divulge information 
about these secret accounts, 
and the Swiss have flatly re ­ 
fused to cooperate with coun­ 
tries whose citizens use Swiss 
accounts to evade the laws at 
home. 
Meanwhile, Morgenthau’s of­ 
fice has learned that Ameri­ 
cans have been using the Banque 
de Depots to sell gold behind 
the Iron Curtain. Bank officials, 
acting for the anonymous Amer­ 
icans, have delivered the gold 
usually 
to 
an intermediate 
place such as Tangier s. In some 
cases, the gold has been ex­ 
changed for diamonds. 
Swiss banks have also been 
used to conceal the identities of 
speculators on the U. S. stock 
market. Together, the Swiss 
banks 
comprise 
the largest 
single investor 
and the New 
York Stock Exchange. 
Investigators are wondering 
whether Jacqueline Onassis will 
now deposit part of her $10 
million inheritance from the 
late President Kennedy in her 
new husband's private Swiss 
bank. 


HHH VS. TEDDY 
A polite backstage struggle 
has begun between Vice Presi­ 
dent Hubert Humphrey and Sen. 
Ted Kennedy, D-Mass., over 
control 
of 
the Democratic 
party organization. 
Humphrey has made it clear 
that he intends to assume the 
full prerogatives of tlie party's 
titular leader. He expects to de­ 
vote most of his time to paying 
off the party debts and to build­ 
ing up the organization. He will 
begin in the great urban areas, 
which he carried in the election. 
Humphrey has been given tlte 
full support of President John­ 
son, 
who promised that he 
wouldn’t interfere. He has no 
intention, he told Humphrey, of 
trying to run the Democratic 
party from the LBJ ranch after 
his retirement. 
Kennedy, for his part, has kept 
his own organization intact. 
Throughout 
the 
Presidential 
campaign, he kept a secret com­ 
mand post at New York City’s 
Commodore tiotel 
to keep in 
touch with Kennedy loyalists 
around the country. 
The Senator urged his sup­ 
porters to pitch in and help 
elect Humphrey. It was pointed 
out to the hesitant that they must 
demonstrate their party loyalty 
if they expect to seek party 
leadership after the election. 
Humphrey and Kennedy, as it 
happens, are close friends who 
aren’t likely to get into a throat- 
cutting fight tor power. They are 
more likely to establish a coal­ 
ition to build up the party, each 
maneuvering to install his own 
men Luto the key positions. 
The first test will come If 
Larry O’Brien steps down as 
Democratic National Chairman. 
The Kennedy forces are pres­ 
suring 
Humphrey 
to appoint 
Kenneth O'Donnell, an able, nuts 
-and-bolts political technician 
and a Kennedy loyalist, in O- 
’Brien’s place. 
Humphrey, however, fully in­ 
tends to put his own man in 
the job, probably North Carol­ 
ina's ex-Gov. Terry Sanford. 
It will be interesting to see 
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whether Humphrey can outman - 
euver the powerful Kennedy or­ 
ganization. 
Note — Humphrey doesn’t plan 
to work with Ids reluctant friend 
and Minnesota colleague, Sen. 
Eugene McCarthy, in building 
up the party. Although McCar­ 
thy won’t be excluded If he is 
interested, he has already hint­ 
ed that he may drop his Demo­ 
cratic label. Humphrey also has 
complained privately, more in 
sorrow than in anger, that Mc­ 
Carthy is unpredictable, im­ 
practical and seems to regard 
himself as a modern Joan of 
Arc.

The 15-mmute television show 
was to begin at 12:51 p.m.PST. 
"What we thought we would 
do today was just show you a 
little bit about life inside the 
"Vpollo 8," a voice from space 
said Wednesday. With it came a 
remarkably clear view of the 
interior of the ship. 


"We've shown you the scenes 


of the moon and scenes of the 
earth, and we thought we would 
invite you into our home. It's 
been our home, at least , for four 
days." 
The voice was Apollo 8 com- 
mander Frank Borman's. For 
10 minutes, he described how 
the crew uses "handy dandy 
scissors" to open the space- 
men's packaged food, how he 
<uid his teammates exercise 
daily in space, and how the 
ship's on -board computer "has 
done a fantastic job for us." 


The crew, in one of its most 


jovial moods yet, made refer- 
ences to Christmas and the big 
dinners they probably would be 
enjoying if they were on earth. 


"I hope you all had a better 


Christmas dinner today than 
this," said Air Force Maj. Wil- 
liam A. Anders as earthlings 
watched him fish through plas- 
tic bags of specially prepared 
cocoa, sugar cookies, orange 
juice, corn chowder, chicken 
and gravy. 


The food aboard Apollo 8 is 
better than in past flights. It 
was made less sweet and more 
platable after the Apollo 7 crew 
complained bitterly of the food. 
Borman, who made a point to 
wish everyone on earth a "very 
merry Christmas, " called the 


food "generally pretty good." 


In the next breath the Air 


Force colonel continued, "and if 
that doesn't sound like a rousing 
endorsement, it isn't! But nev- 
ertheless it's pretty good." 


But the spacemen soon dis- 
covered a Christmas Day treat 
and the third astionaut, Navy 
Capt. James. A. Lovell Jr., ra- 
dioed ground controllers short- 
ly after the teleca&t: 


"It 
appears 
that we did a 


grave injustice to the food peo- 
ple. Just after our TP show, 
Santa Claus brought us ... 
a 


TV dinner which is delicious.

(AP)— Near ing home on their 
space Odyssey, the Apollo 8 
astronauts today readied their 
portable TV camera for a sixth 
and final celestial telecast fol- 
lowing Christmas Day's cooking 
lesson from space. 
The 15-mmute television show 
was to begin at 12:51 p.m.PST. 
"What we thought we would 
do today was just show you a 
little bit about life inside the 
"Vpollo 8," a voice from space 
said Wednesday. With it came a 
remarkably clear view of the 
interior of the ship. 


"We've shown you the scenes 


of the moon and scenes of the 
earth, and we thought we would 
invite you into our home. It's 
been our home, at least , for four 
days." 
The voice was Apollo 8 com- 
mander Frank Borman's. For 
10 minutes, he described how 
the crew uses "handy dandy 
scissors" to open the space- 
men's packaged food, how he 
<uid his teammates exercise 
daily in space, and how the 
ship's on -board computer "has 
done a fantastic job for us." 


The crew, in one of its most 


jovial moods yet, made refer- 
ences to Christmas and the big 
dinners they probably would be 
enjoying if they were on earth.

3 teaspoons salt 
1 egg, beaten 
43/4 to 5l/4 cups sifted flour 
Filling 
Mi cup soft butter or margarine 
one-third cup sugar 
Ms cup chopped pecans 
Mi cup light corn syrup 
IV4 cups chopped chocolate cov­ 
ered toffee candy bars (six 
1 x/% oz. bars) 
Prepare 
dough. 
Dissolve 
yeast in water. Add milk, but­ 
ter or margarine, sugar, salt, 
egg and 2 cups flour; beat until 
smooth. Stir in enough flour to 
make a stiff dough. Turn onto 
lightly floured board; knead 
until smooth and elastic. Cover 
with plastic film and a towel. 
Let rest 20 minutes. Make fill­ 
ing while dougr is resting. 
Cream butter or margarine and 
sugar; stir in chopped toffee 
and pecans. Punch down dough. 
Cut into 2 equal parts. Roll 
each piece of dough into 12 x 9 
rectangle. Spread each with an 
equal amount of filling.

Noman Thomas 


Norman Thomas ran for the presidency six times as the 


Socialist party candidate. The last time, in 1948, he attracted only 
150,000 votes. A record like that would make some men a laughing 
stock. 


Not so, Thomas. Though the doctrines he espoused did not gain 


popular support in this country, something about this maverick pol- 
itician caused him to be taken seriously throughout a long career. 
This may in part reflect the fact thathe was not a politician at all, 
in the ordinary sense, but a creative thinker about the great Issues 
and concerns that underlie politics. 


His lack of success at winning public office Qie also failed 


in two tries each at becoming New York's governor or the mayor 
of New York City) is not a true measure of his political success. 
With some notable exceptions — government ownership of utilit- 
ies, mines and forests, for instance — much of what he espoused 
finally won acceptance in one form or another and is now routinely 
accepted. 


Even those to whom Thomas' ideas were anathema are to some 


extent In his debt. For he, as much as any public figure of the past 
several decades, elevated the quality of political dialogue In this 
country. Because of what he said, others of ten were moved to deal 
more substantively with issues than might have been the case had 
he remained silent. All of us, whatever our views on political and 
social questions, profit whenever that happens. 


Norman Thomas had a way of crystallizing problems, of stating 


them with clarity and brevity. One such formulation strikes us as 
a fitting way to close this modest tribute to an extraordinary Amer- 
ican: "HI were to pick out one question on which above all others 
humanity's fate depends, it would be this: 'Can and will we Amer- 
icans avert World War Ht and still preserve our freedom?" There 
spoke a man who loved his country and understood its profound 
responsibility in the world. 


Nixon neither endorses nor rejects Kissinger's peace-talk 


views. But we've a hunch he kind of wishes they hadn't been pub- 
lished right now.

A whistle and pene- 
trating siren terrifies many 
drivers who stop short only 
to be rammed from behind by 
another car causing infinitely 
more accidents than the "am- 
bulance emergency."

1-, on the basis 


of my columns, established a 
set of rules of safety for the 
ambulance and for other dri- 
vers and pedestrians 
Unfor- 


tunately, not all of these safe- 
ty rules are followed by the 
drivers. I have always felt 
that many of them enjoy the 
special luxury of legally vio- 
lating: laws because of their 
ambulance immunity. 


Physicians who have "rid- 


den" ambulances during their 
internships will almost always 
say that more lives were jeop- 
ardized 
by the 
ambulance 


than were saved by any of 
these so called mercy mis- 
sions. The time saved by the 
recklessness 
of 
ambulance 


driving is insignificant. Rare- 
ly is a life saved by tearing 
through traffic at hazardous 
speeds that imperil the lives 
of innocent bystanders.

My son is in high school 


and apparently is a good box- 
er. We have tried to dissuade 
him from this sport because 
of its dangers. How do you 


Dear Mr. and Mrs. T.: I 


like boxing. I enjoy watching 
it when it is skillfully done, 
when the fighters are well 
protected and when the offi- 
cials rigidly conform to all 
the rules of safety. 


About a year ago I re- 


viewed the statistics of severe 
injuries associated with box- 
ing, amateur and professional, 
and was astonished to find 
that they were far less fre- 
quent and far less severe than 
in many other active body 
contact sports. I was amazed 
to learn that a game like base- 
ball had far more injuries 
than boxing. 


It is true, painfully true, 


that a number of deaths due 
to brain hemorrhage have oc- 
curred in boxing. I remember 
one 
fight 
too vividly and 


have always attributed this 
televised tragedy to the poor 
judgment of the referee who 
failed to recognize that one 
of his contestants was "out" 
on his feet. 


I would not dissuade your 


boy from 
this activity. I 


would impress on him the 
need for keeping- in excellent 
condition and for using the 
protective headgear and teeth 
protectors that all coaches 
recommend. 


T do not believe there is any 


need for exposing a fighter to 
fractures of the jaw and frac- 
tures of the nose because 
spectators encourage the un- 
necessary- hostility between 
fighters and thrive on the 
bloody battle. This perfectly 
fine sport should be won on 
points rather than on knock- 
downs or knockouts. Profes- 
sional football players wear 
head gear and body padding 
to keep themselves from be- 
ing severely injured. Boxers 
can do the same and avoid 
permanent head injuries. This 
sport like any other sport is I 
an excellent preparation for1 
a life in medicine or in any 
other endeavor.

MR. REAGAN'S COUNTDOWN 


It has come to pass that the 


school vacations mean more to 
the adult community than to stu- 
dents inasmuch 
as for two 


serene weeks we are spared the 
daily accounts of chaos on the 
campus. Even so the respite 
is just that, tbe little truce pre- 
ceding the renewal of thunder 
and storms. In the week or two 
before Christmas, students at 
the University of Wisconsin de- 
nied lecturers the opportunity 
to speak on South Africa, stu- 
dents at New York University 
denied the right to speak to a 
minister from South Vietnam 
and, most incredibly, to a mini, 
ster from the New York Times, 
At Harvard students denied the 
faculty the right to meet in pri- 
vate session. And of course at 
California, the students led the 
country in hysteria and irra- 
tionality. At San Mateo, the 
Black Students Union has de- 
manded that absolutely any Ne» 
gro applying should be instant- 
ly admitted. 


And indeed It is in California 


that the countdown has begun. 
Because Governor Ronald Rea- 
gan announced a few days ago 
that the colleges would reopen 
and function after the holidays 
as normal educational institu- 
tions even if he had to ring 
them with police. That would 
appear to be drastic enough, 
but Governor Reagan went fur. 
ther. He announced explicitly 
what every student of the sita- 
tion has known for years. It 
is that the student guerrillas 
would not have got anywhere ex. 
cept for the support they con. 
tinue to enjoy from fellow, 
traveling anarchists on the 
faculties. To this question Gov- 
ernor Reagan addressed him- 
self quite bluntly. He said that 
the teachers were there to 
teach, not to agitate, and that 
if they delcine to teach, they 
could 
go elsewhere. 
Else- 


where? Where is elsewhere? 
What comes after California? 
Nothing, thank goodness. Only 
the Pacific Ocean, , 


I remember during the crisis 


at Columbia last spring when it 
became finally obvious that the 
students would not yield the oc- 
cupied buildings unless ushered 
out by the police. But the re- 
port quickly spread that if the 
police were permitted on the 
premises, 
Professor 
Eric 


Bentley would resign from the 
faculty. Now if I were on tlie 
faculty of Columbia, or a stu- 
dent at Columbia, I would be 
very very sad if Eric Bentley 
left the faculty, but the springs 
of regenerationbeingverydeep, 
I could probably manage to sur- 
vey and so, I expect, would Col- 
umbia University. 


I do not doubt that in Jan- 


uary, when Governor Reagan 
lays down the law, that many 
prominent members 
of 
the 


faculty will threaten to resign, 
and it is supremely important 
that the Governor and the re- 
gents and the chancellors and 
the stable elements of the facul- 
ty and of the student body re- 
solve right now to let them go 
ahead and resign if necessary. 


To begin with, that is the only 


way to make it unlikely that 
they will follow through with 
their threat. Indeed, it is the 
only way to make it likely that 
they will fail to make that threat. 
Bat even if they made it, and 
followed through on it, we are 
better off with a depleted facul- 
ty, than with a paralyzed uni- 
versity complex in which the 
ever protected by eggheads who 
do not understand the rudiments 
of civility. 


There is the further point so 


widely unnoticed. It is this, that 
fine members of a faculty tend 
to start unobtrusively to slip 
away when the atmosphere is 
so changed as it has been for 
instance, in Berkeley. In the 
years since the whole mad busi- 
ness began, the transient rate 
at Berkeley has increased sev- 
eral times beyond what it used 
to be. And why should that sur- 
prise us? Scholars desire the 
scholarly, not the revolutionary 
life. Why must their lives and 
regimen be dominated by stu- 
dent anarchists? 


So, then, Ronald Reagan has 


apparently 
scheduled a high- 


noon showdown, and the whole 
country is waiting. It would be 
ironic if it were he who, fin- 
ally, restored order to the aca- 
demy. Especially so consider. 
ing the low esteem in which he 
is generally held by the aca- 
demic community, members of 
which might have profited from 
seeing some more of those late 
night movies, which remind us 
even now that sometimes the 
good guys have to take the bad 
guys on and that the old Hays 
Office used to specify, in bet- 
ter times, that the good guys 
should win.

WASHINGTON - At about the 
same time that Aristotle Onas- 
sis married Jacqueline Ken- 
nedy, he also quietly purchased 
a Swiss bank which had been 
handling illegal gold transact- 
ions for American depositors. 


In fairness to Onassis, he may 


not have known that the bank was 
under investigation by New 
York's crusading U. S, Attor- 
ney Robert Morgenthau as part 
of his crackdown on American 
citizens who use secret Swiss 
bank accounts to avoid taxes 
and evade tne securities laws. 
Ironically, 
Morgenthau was 


appointed by Mrs. Onassis'for- 
mer nusband, the late President 
Kennedy. 


The fabulously wealthy Onas- 
sis last month bought the Ban- 
que de Depots in Geneva, one 
of the 470 Swiss banks that have 
made 
tiny 
Switzerland the 


world's banking center. His de- 
positors include several Amer- 
icans who keep secret, numb- 
ered accounts. 


It is against Swiss law for 


banks to divulge information 
about these secret accounts, 
and the Swiss have flatly re- 
fused to cooperate with coun- 
tries whose citizens use Swiss 
accounts to evade the laws at 
home. 


Meanwhile, Morgenthau's of- 


fice has learned that Ameri- 
cans have been using the Banque 
de Depots to sell gold behind 
the Iron Curtain. Bank officials, 
acting for the anonymous Amer- 
icans, have delivered the gold 
usually 
to 
an intermediate 


place such asTangiers. In some 
cases, the gold has been ex- 
changed for diamonds. 
Swiss banks have also been 
used to conceal the identities of 
speculators on the U. S. stock 
market. Together, the Swiss 
banks 
comprise the largest 


single investor 
and the New 


York Stock Exchange. 
Investigators are wondering 
whether Jacqueline Onassis will 
now deposit part of her $10 
million inheritance from the 
late President Kennedy in her 
new husband's private Swiss 
bank.

A polite backstage struggle 
has begun between Vice Presi- 
dent Hubert Humphrey and Sen.

elect Humphrey. It was pointed 
out to the hesitant that they must 
demonstrate their party loyalty 
if they expect to seek party 
leadership after the election. 


Humphrey and Kennedy, as it 


happens, are close friends who 
aren't likely to get into a throat- 
cutting fight for power. They are 
more likely to establish a coal- 
ition to build up the party, each 
maneuvering to install his own 
men into the key positions. 
The first test will come if 
Larry O'Brien steps down as 
Democratic National Chairman. 
The Kennedy forces are pres-

Humphrey to appoint 


Kenneth O'Donnell, an able, nuts 
-and-bolts political technician 
and a Kennedy loyalist, in O- 
'Brien's place. 
Humphrey, however, fully in- 
tends to put his own man in 
the job, probably North Carol- 
ina's ex-Gov.

Noman Thomas 


Norman Thomas ran for the presidency six times as the 


Socialist party candidate. The last time, in 1948, he attracted only 
150,000 votes. A record like that would make some men a laughing 
stock. 


Not so, Thomas. Though the doctrines he espoused did not gain 


popular support in this country, something about this maverick pol- 
itician caused him to be taken seriously throughout a long career. 
This may in part reflect the fact thathe was not a politician at all, 
in the ordinary sense, but a creative thinker about the great Issues 
and concerns that underlie politics. 


His lack of success at winning public office Qie also failed 


in two tries each at becoming New York's governor or the mayor 
of New York City) is not a true measure of his political success. 
With some notable exceptions — government ownership of utilit- 
ies, mines and forests, for instance — much of what he espoused 
finally won acceptance in one form or another and is now routinely 
accepted. 


Even those to whom Thomas' ideas were anathema are to some 


extent In his debt. For he, as much as any public figure of the past 
several decades, elevated the quality of political dialogue In this 
country. Because of what he said, others of ten were moved to deal 
more substantively with issues than might have been the case had 
he remained silent. All of us, whatever our views on political and 
social questions, profit whenever that happens. 


Norman Thomas had a way of crystallizing problems, of stating 


them with clarity and brevity. One such formulation strikes us as 
a fitting way to close this modest tribute to an extraordinary Amer- 
ican: "HI were to pick out one question on which above all others 
humanity's fate depends, it would be this: 'Can and will we Amer- 
icans avert World War Ht and still preserve our freedom?" There 
spoke a man who loved his country and understood its profound 
responsibility in the world.

A whistle and pene- 
trating siren terrifies many 
drivers who stop short only 
to be rammed from behind by 
another car causing infinitely 
more accidents than the "am- 
bulance emergency." 


A national ambulance or- 


ganization ha. 
1-, on the basis 


of my columns, established a 
set of rules of safety for the 
ambulance and for other dri- 
vers and pedestrians 
Unfor- 


tunately, not all of these safe- 
ty rules are followed by the 
drivers. I have always felt 
that many of them enjoy the 
special luxury of legally vio- 
lating: laws because of their 
ambulance immunity. 


Physicians who have "rid- 


den" ambulances during their 
internships will almost always 
say that more lives were jeop- 
ardized 
by the 
ambulance 


than were saved by any of 
these so called mercy mis- 
sions. The time saved by the 
recklessness 
of 
ambulance 


driving is insignificant. Rare- 
ly is a life saved by tearing 
through traffic at hazardous 
speeds that imperil the lives 
of innocent bystanders.

We have tried to dissuade 
him from this sport because 
of its dangers. How do you 


Dear Mr. and Mrs. T.: I 


like boxing. I enjoy watching 
it when it is skillfully done, 
when the fighters are well 
protected and when the offi- 
cials rigidly conform to all 
the rules of safety. 


About a year ago I re- 


viewed the statistics of severe 
injuries associated with box- 
ing, amateur and professional, 
and was astonished to find 
that they were far less fre- 
quent and far less severe than 
in many other active body 
contact sports. I was amazed 
to learn that a game like base- 
ball had far more injuries 
than boxing. 


It is true, painfully true, 


that a number of deaths due 
to brain hemorrhage have oc- 
curred in boxing. I remember 
one 
fight 
too vividly and 


have always attributed this 
televised tragedy to the poor 
judgment of the referee who 
failed to recognize that one 
of his contestants was "out" 
on his feet. 


I would not dissuade your 


boy from 
this activity. I 


would impress on him the 
need for keeping- in excellent 
condition and for using the 
protective headgear and teeth 
protectors that all coaches 
recommend. 


T do not believe there is any 


need for exposing a fighter to 
fractures of the jaw and frac- 
tures of the nose because 
spectators encourage the un- 
necessary- hostility between 
fighters and thrive on the 
bloody battle. This perfectly 
fine sport should be won on 
points rather than on knock- 
downs or knockouts. Profes- 
sional football players wear 
head gear and body padding 
to keep themselves from be- 
ing severely injured. Boxers 
can do the same and avoid 
permanent head injuries. This 
sport like any other sport is I 
an excellent preparation for1 
a life in medicine or in any 
other endeavor.

MR. REAGAN'S COUNTDOWN 


It has come to pass that the 


school vacations mean more to 
the adult community than to stu- 
dents inasmuch 
as for two 


serene weeks we are spared the 
daily accounts of chaos on the 
campus. Even so the respite 
is just that, tbe little truce pre- 
ceding the renewal of thunder 
and storms. In the week or two 
before Christmas, students at 
the University of Wisconsin de- 
nied lecturers the opportunity 
to speak on South Africa, stu- 
dents at New York University 
denied the right to speak to a 
minister from South Vietnam 
and, most incredibly, to a mini, 
ster from the New York Times, 
At Harvard students denied the 
faculty the right to meet in pri- 
vate session. And of course at 
California, the students led the 
country in hysteria and irra- 
tionality. At San Mateo, the 
Black Students Union has de- 
manded that absolutely any Ne» 
gro applying should be instant- 
ly admitted. 


And indeed It is in California 


that the countdown has begun. 
Because Governor Ronald Rea- 
gan announced a few days ago 
that the colleges would reopen 
and function after the holidays 
as normal educational institu- 
tions even if he had to ring 
them with police. That would 
appear to be drastic enough, 
but Governor Reagan went fur. 
ther. He announced explicitly 
what every student of the sita- 
tion has known for years. It 
is that the student guerrillas 
would not have got anywhere ex. 
cept for the support they con. 
tinue to enjoy from fellow, 
traveling anarchists on the 
faculties. To this question Gov- 
ernor Reagan addressed him- 
self quite bluntly. He said that 
the teachers were there to 
teach, not to agitate, and that 
if they delcine to teach, they 
could 
go elsewhere. 
Else- 


where? Where is elsewhere? 
What comes after California? 
Nothing, thank goodness. Only 
the Pacific Ocean, , 


I remember during the crisis 


at Columbia last spring when it 
became finally obvious that the 
students would not yield the oc- 
cupied buildings unless ushered 
out by the police. But the re- 
port quickly spread that if the 
police were permitted on the 
premises, 
Professor 
Eric 


Bentley would resign from the 
faculty. Now if I were on tlie 
faculty of Columbia, or a stu- 
dent at Columbia, I would be 
very very sad if Eric Bentley 
left the faculty, but the springs 
of regenerationbeingverydeep, 
I could probably manage to sur- 
vey and so, I expect, would Col- 
umbia University. 


I do not doubt that in Jan- 


uary, when Governor Reagan 
lays down the law, that many 
prominent members 
of 
the 


faculty will threaten to resign, 
and it is supremely important 
that the Governor and the re- 
gents and the chancellors and 
the stable elements of the facul- 
ty and of the student body re- 
solve right now to let them go 
ahead and resign if necessary. 


To begin with, that is the only 


way to make it unlikely that 
they will follow through with 
their threat. Indeed, it is the 
only way to make it likely that 
they will fail to make that threat. 
Bat even if they made it, and 
followed through on it, we are 
better off with a depleted facul- 
ty, than with a paralyzed uni- 
versity complex in which the 
ever protected by eggheads who 
do not understand the rudiments 
of civility. 


There is the further point so 


widely unnoticed. It is this, that 
fine members of a faculty tend 
to start unobtrusively to slip 
away when the atmosphere is 
so changed as it has been for 
instance, in Berkeley. In the 
years since the whole mad busi- 
ness began, the transient rate 
at Berkeley has increased sev- 
eral times beyond what it used 
to be. And why should that sur- 
prise us? Scholars desire the 
scholarly, not the revolutionary 
life. Why must their lives and 
regimen be dominated by stu- 
dent anarchists? 


So, then, Ronald Reagan has 


apparently 
scheduled a high- 


noon showdown, and the whole 
country is waiting. It would be 
ironic if it were he who, fin- 
ally, restored order to the aca- 
demy. Especially so consider. 
ing the low esteem in which he 
is generally held by the aca- 
demic community, members of 
which might have profited from 
seeing some more of those late 
night movies, which remind us 
even now that sometimes the 
good guys have to take the bad 
guys on and that the old Hays 
Office used to specify, in bet- 
ter times, that the good guys 
should win.

WASHINGTON - At about the 
same time that Aristotle Onas- 
sis married Jacqueline Ken- 
nedy, he also quietly purchased 
a Swiss bank which had been 
handling illegal gold transact- 
ions for American depositors. 


In fairness to Onassis, he may 


not have known that the bank was 
under investigation by New 
York's crusading U. S, Attor- 
ney Robert Morgenthau as part 
of his crackdown on American 
citizens who use secret Swiss 
bank accounts to avoid taxes 
and evade tne securities laws. 
Ironically, 
Morgenthau was 


appointed by Mrs. Onassis'for- 
mer nusband, the late President 
Kennedy. 


The fabulously wealthy Onas- 
sis last month bought the Ban- 
que de Depots in Geneva, one 
of the 470 Swiss banks that have 
made 
tiny 
Switzerland the 


world's banking center. His de- 
positors include several Amer- 
icans who keep secret, numb- 
ered accounts. 


It is against Swiss law for 


banks to divulge information 
about these secret accounts, 
and the Swiss have flatly re- 
fused to cooperate with coun- 
tries whose citizens use Swiss 
accounts to evade the laws at 
home. 


Meanwhile, Morgenthau's of- 


fice has learned that Ameri- 
cans have been using the Banque 
de Depots to sell gold behind 
the Iron Curtain. Bank officials, 
acting for the anonymous Amer- 
icans, have delivered the gold 
usually 
to 
an intermediate 


place such asTangiers. In some 
cases, the gold has been ex- 
changed for diamonds. 
Swiss banks have also been 
used to conceal the identities of 
speculators on the U. S. stock 
market. Together, the Swiss 
banks 
comprise the largest 


single investor 
and the New 


York Stock Exchange. 
Investigators are wondering 
whether Jacqueline Onassis will 
now deposit part of her $10 
million inheritance from the 
late President Kennedy in her 
new husband's private Swiss 
bank.

HHH VS. TEDDY 


A polite backstage struggle 
has begun between Vice Presi- 
dent Hubert Humphrey and Sen. 
Ted Kennedy, D-Mass., over 
control 
of 
the Democratic 


party organization. 


Humphrey has made it clear 
that he intends to assume the 
full prerogatives of the party's 
titular leader. He expects to de- 
vote most of his time to paying 
off the party debts and to build- 
ing up the organization. He will 
begin in the great urban areas, 
which he carried in the election. 
Humphrey has been given the 


full support of President John- 
son, 
who promised 
that he 


wouldn't interfere. He has no 
intention, he told Humphrey, of 
trying to run the Democratic 
party from the LBJ ranch after 
his retirement. 


Kennedy, for his part, has kept 


his own organization intact. 
Throughout 
the 
Presidential 


campaign, he kept a secret com- 
mand post at New York City's 
Commodore hotel 
to keep in 


touch with Kennedy loyalists 
around the country. 


The Senator urged his sup- 


porters to pitch in and help 
elect Humphrey. It was pointed 
out to the hesitant that they must 
demonstrate their party loyalty 
if they expect to seek party 
leadership after the election. 


Humphrey and Kennedy, as it 


happens, are close friends who 
aren't likely to get into a throat- 
cutting fight for power. They are 
more likely to establish a coal- 
ition to build up the party, each 
maneuvering to install his own 
men into the key positions. 
The first test will come if 
Larry O'Brien steps down as 
Democratic National Chairman. 
The Kennedy forces are pres- 
suring 
Humphrey to appoint 


Kenneth O'Donnell, an able, nuts 
-and-bolts political technician 
and a Kennedy loyalist, in O- 
'Brien's place. 
Humphrey, however, fully in- 
tends to put his own man in 
the job, probably North Carol- 
ina's ex-Gov. Terry Sanford. 
It will be interesting to see

whether Humphrey caiioutinan- 
euver the powerful Kennedy or- 
ganization. 
Note —Humphrey doesn't plan 
to work with his reluctant friend 
and Minnesota colleague, Sen. 
Eugene McCarthy, in building 
up the party. Although McCar- 
thy won't be excluded if he is 
Interested, he has already hint- 
ed that he may drop his Demo- 
cratic label. Humphrey also has 
complained privately, more in 
sorrow than in anger, that Mc- 
Carthy is unpredictable, im- 
practical and seems to regard 
himself as a modern Joan of 
Arc.

KANSAS CITY (AP) — Hank 
Stram, wIk* kept the Kansas 
City Chiefs patched together 
with some masterful manipula­ 
tion in midseason only to see his 
effort collapse in ruins at Oak­ 
land last Sunday, was named 
the American Football League’s 
Coach of the Year Wednesday. 
It was the second time in 
three years the dynamic little 
coach with the Napoleonic ap­ 
pearance has won the honor in 
the annual Associated Press 
vote of 30 sports writers and 
sportscasters — three from 
each of the AFL's 10 cities. 
Stram recieved 16 votes, 
Weeb Ewbank of the New York 
Jets nine, Sid Gillman of San 
Diego three and Lou Saban of 
Denver two.

Ever wondered how that tro­ 
phy fish you caught stacked up 
with other California anglers» 
catches? 
You'll be able to get the an­ 
swer fast under a new Trophy 
Award Program announced to­ 
day by William P. Eiser, presi­ 
dent of the California F isn and 
Game Commisssien. 
Elser, who was instrumental 
in setting up the new program 
to be conducted by ti»e Com­ 
mission, said it is designed to 
accuimilate size records and to 
provide recognition to sports­ 
men who take outstanding speci- 
meats of certain fish and game 
species in California and ad­ 
jacent ocean waters. 
The commission also will de­ 
velop lists of the top 10 speci­ 
men» for each of 44 fish and 
game categories listed. For the 
sake of simplicity and uniform*, 
ty, weight will be the only fac­ 
tor in comparing entries for 
both fish and game. 


Each year, the sportsman tak­ 
ing the largest example, by 
weight, in each major category 
will be awarded a certificate 
signed by the president of the 
Fish and Game Commission. 
Perpetual records of the 10 
largest specimens in each cate­ 
gory will be maintained by the 
Fish and Game Commission of­ 
fice in Sacramento, so sports­ 
men will be able to compare 
the size of their trophies with 
U ophy-sized specimens taken 
by others. 
Periodic announcements will 
be made of outstanding trophies 
and the names of the sports­ 
men wno take them. Entries 
will be accepted by the com­ 
mission office for specimens 
taken on or after January 1, 
1969, 
Minimum weight require­ 
ments have been established for 
each species in order to limit 
the num1>er of entries and in­ 
sure trophy-size fish apd game 


entries. 
Rules include a stipulation 
that all fish and game entered 
must have been legally taken in 
California, except that fish 
taken on the sport fishing 
grounds around the Los Coro­ 
nados Island and landed in Cali­ 
fornia are eligible. 
Entries must be submitted to 
the commission office within30 
days of the date on which they 
were taken. Scales used for 
weighing fish m ist be certi­ 
fied by the State Bureau of 
Weights and Measures, and two 
persons who are nonrelatives 
must witness the weighing and 
sign their names to verify the 
weight. A single picture of the 
animal or fish and the contest­ 
ant must be submitted to the 
commission, and the photo­ 
graphs become the property of 
the commission. 
The species and minimum 
qualifying 
weights 
include: 
blacktail deer (160), mule deer 


(200), elk (700), antelope (130), 
bear (400), mountain lion(120), 
in the rifle category; and black- 
tail deer (140), mule deer (175), 
and bear (250) in the archery 
category. 
Trout include: rainbow (10), 
cutthroat (5), golden (4), brown 
(12), eastern brook (4), and 
lake (mackinaw) (18). 
Ocean fish include: barra­ 
cuda (12), white seabass (35), 
lingeod (25), albacore and blue- 
fin tuna (30), yellowfin tuna 
(50), yellowtail (30), black sea- 
bass (150), marlin, all species 
(175), and blue shark (125). 
Amcig the anadromous and 
miscellaneous inland game fish 
are kokanee salmon (4), king 
salmon (30), silver salmon(15), 
steelhead (12), striped bass 
(35), and sturgeon (100). 
The warmwater gamefishlist 
includes: largemouth bass (12), 
smallmouth bass (5), catfish, 
all species (22), orangemouth 
corvina (23), carp (15).

“ We must face the fact that 
thoroughbred racing is basi­ 
cally not increasing its portion 
of the entertainment dollar,” 
said John D. Schapiro, the new 
president of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations, Inc. 
“ I know that young people 
have more money than they 
used to, but I wonder if it's 
enough more,'» Schapiro com­ 
mented. “As soon as they mar­ 
ry, most of them begin having 
additional 
expenses. Pm a- 
fraid that racing is beyond the 
economic reach of most young 
people, 
young couples any­ 
way.»» 
The yearly figures for the 
thoroughbreds and harness rac­ 
ing, 
combined, came from a 
year-end 
Associated Press 
survey Wednesday.

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Pheasant Kill Down 
On State Hunt Areas 
The 1968 kill of cock pheas­ 
ants was 26 percent lower this 
year than in 1967 on public hunt­ 
ing areas managed by the De­ 
partment of Fish and Game, 
the DFG reported today. 
The DFG said poor to fair 
pheasant production, as reflect­ 
ed in pre-season brood counts, 
is also reflected in the success 
of the hunters. The total bag 
this year was 4,601 cocks com­ 
pared with 6,201 a year ago. 
The poor production was at­ 
tributed to the long, dry spring. 
The DFG said 26,519permits 
were issued to sportsmen on 
63,800 acres, a three percent 
increase in use oncomaparable 
areas over last year. 
A total of 7,101 permitswere 
issued for three cooperative 
hunting c^eas managed by the 
DFG in 1968. Overall success 
for the three areas was .21 
bird per hunter, compared with 
.31 in 1967. 
Five state wildlife areas we re 
open to pheasant hunting and 
hunter success averaged .20 
birds per hunter, compared with 


.28 a year ago. The harvest of 
2,438 cocks was down 22 per­ 
cent from the bag the previous 
year. The DFG issued 12,390 
permits. 
Six federal areas were mana­ 
ged by the DFG this year, and 
produced an average bag of .09 
bird per hunter, compared with 
.12 a year ago. A total of 7,028 
permits were issued and 639 
Mrds were taken this year. 
ítie overall average bag on 
tb E4 areas was .17 per hunt­ 
er, compared with .24 a year 
ago, the DFG said.

The 1968 kill at cock pheas­ 
ants was 26 percent lower this 
year than in 1967 on public hunt­ 
ing areas managed by the De­ 
partment of Fish and Game, 
the DFG reported today. 
The DFG said poor to fair 
pheasant production, as reflect­ 
ed in pre-season brood counts, 
is also reflected in the success 
of the hunters. The total bag 
this year was 4,601 cocks com­ 
pared with 6,201 a year ago. 
The poor production was at­ 
tributed to the long, dry spring. 
The DFG said 26,519 permits 
were issued to sportsmen on 
63,800 acres, a three percent 
increase in use oncomaparable 
areas over last year. 
A total at 7,101 perm its were 
issued for three cooperative 
hunting areas managed by the 
DFG in 1968. Overall success 
for the three areas was .21 
bird per hunter, compared with 
.31 in 1967. 
Five state wildlife areas we re 
open to pheasant hunting and 
hunter success averaged .20 
birds per hunter, compared with 


.28 a year ago. The harvest of 
2,438 cocks was down 22 per­ 
cent from the bag the previous 
year. The DFG issued 12,390 
permits. 
Six federal areas were mana­ 
ged by the DFG this year, and 
produced an average bag of .09 
bird per hunter, compared with 
.12 a year ago. A total of 7,028 
permits were issued and 639 
Mrds were taken this year.

Simple Heat Causing Thermal 
Pollution; Concerns Government 


By STAN BENJAMIN 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Be- 
sides chemicals, 
sewage and 
trash something new is threat­ 
ening the rivers and streams of 
the United States and causing 
mounting concern among gov­ 
ernment officials. 
It is heat, simple heat in the 
form of hot air or water. The 
problem it causes is known as 
thermal pollution. 
By killing fish outright or 
leaving them gasping for oxy­ 
gen, or by killing off their food 
supply or distrupting their life 
cycles so they can't reproduce, 
heat can ruin a stream as sure­ 
ly as any industrial poison or 
choking pant growth. 
“ This is one of the few pollu­ 
tion problems that we have an 
opportunity to stop before it 
ever starts,»* 
said Jacob I. 
Bregman, 
deputy 
assistant 
secretary of the interior, in an 
interview. 
“ But I doubt we could do much 
about it if we wait too long.»» 
The heat comes mainly from 
two sources; nationwide, it's in­ 
dustry; in the western states, ir­ 
rigation may be a local prob­ 
lem. 
But the question of sun warm­ 
ed irrigation needs 
further 
study, said Bregman. And irri­ 
gations* 
demands 
probably 


won't grow very much, while ii* 
dustry’s 
thirst 
seems un­ 
quenchable. 
The focus is on industry and 
the enemies of thermal pollution 
have zeroed in on atomic power 
plants. 
No industry dumps more heat 
than the steam-powered elec­ 
tric utility, and no steam-elec­ 
tric system dumps more heat 
per kilowatt than an atomic 
plant. 
By the year 2020, the Water 
Resources 
Council predicts, 
steam-electric 
plants will be 
heating up 411 billion gallons a 
day—more than the whole Mis­ 
sissippi River system, or half 
the water in all the rivers and 
streams of the 48 
adjoining 
states. 
Steam - electric generation 
needs water from any conven­ 
ient stream or lake. Excess wa­ 
ter usually returns to its source 
10 to 20 degrees warmer. 
A coal-burning plant dumps 
more than half its heat back 
into 
cooling water, while an 
atomic plant dumps almost 70 
per cent. 
And the atomic plants are tak­ 
ing over. There are only 14 in 
opeation now, but another 88 
are on the way. By 1995, it is 
estimated, atomic power will 
surpass coal and other fossil

Say State May Be In Early Stages Of 
Death Epidemic From Flu, Pneumonia 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Cali, 
fornia health officials say the 
state may be in the early stages 
of an epidemic of deaths from 
influenza and pneumonia. 
Authorities said Wednesday 
that 58 Californians died from 
the two diseases last week, 10 
more than are usually reported 
this time of year. 
“ An abnormal number of in­ 
fluenza and pneumonia deaths 
in one week is not significant 
in itself,»* said Dr. Louis F. 
Saylor, state health director, 
“ but, if the trend 
continues 
more than two weeks running, 
we can assume it is an epi­ 
demic.** 


Health 
officials 
said the 
deaths may be attributable to 
the nationwide spread of the 
Hong Kong flu. 
In Southern California, where 
the flu reached epidemic pro­ 
portions, 35 persons died last 
week — 19 in Los Angeles, five 
in Long Beach, four in Pasa­ 
dena, (me in Glendale, and six 
in San Diego. 
To the north, there were nine 
deaths in San Francisco, six 
in Oakland, five in Fresno, two 
in Sacramento and one in San 
Jose. 


fuels in electric output. 
Technical improvements may 
increase efficiency, but at best 
40 to 50 per cent of the heat must 
be dumped. 
An Atomic Engery Commis­ 
sion scientist explained. 
“ The only real solution is to 
get off the steam cycle.** 
Efforts are being made to do 
just that through research but 
no new process is close to com­ 
mercial use.

doubles every 10 years or fast­ 
er, the plants get bigger, and 
the trend is toward the heat- 
profligate atomics. 
There are ways to cope with 
waste heat. Careful site selec­ 
tion helps; regulated 
mixing 
can reduce the heat shock on a 
stream; cooling ponds and big, 
expensive cooling towers can 
pass the heat from the water to 
the air. 
The problem is how to make 
sure industry uses those meth­ 
ods. 
Under the Water Quality Act 
of 1965, each state has propos­ 
ed quality standards for its in­ 
terstate waters, subject to Irw 
terior 
Department 
approval, 
and temperature limits are be­ 
ing written into them. 
But the law permits correc­ 
tive legal action only after a 
violation 
occurs 
and these 
standards don*t touch waters 
flowing entirely within a single 
state. 
A sweeping solution might be 
to require adequate pollution- 
control in the plans for each 
new plant before any federal 
agency licenses its construct­ 
ion.

Highway Department Will Save 
On Purchased Rights Of Way 


SACRAMENTO —Trees grow­ 
ing on lands purchased as rights 
of way for freeway construct­ 
ion, but which sometimes die 
from lack of care, will do pre­ 
served to augment future road­ 
side landscaping, under a new 
plan recently developed by the 
S t a t e 
Department of Public 
Works. 
Recent Instructions from Pub­ 
lic Works Director James A. 
Moe, call upon the California 
Division of Higiiways to protect 
specimen trees at such loca­ 
tions during the period that be­ 
gins when the Division buys the 
property and ends when con­ 
struction is completed. 
Moe said that many of the 
trees grow far enough from die 
roadbed to remain forever in 
place 
without constituting a 
traffic hazard. 
“ Instead,** he said, “ they con­ 
stitute a natural resource and 
this 
statewide 
conservation 
project will enhance not only 
future highways but communi­ 
ties as well.*’ 
After each property purchase, 
the trees will be examined and 
those valuable specimens com­ 
patible 
with highway planting 
will be identified and saved. 
When a sufficient number are 
located within a limited area, 
a local landscaping firm or nur - 
sery will be hired to care for 
them. Where only a few are in­ 
volved, the same job will be 
done by landscaping mainten­ 
ance 
men employed by die 
California Division of High­ 
ways. 
In addition to preserving trees 
in their natural setting, the new 
instructions provide for uproot­ 
ing palm, olive, and some types 
of evergreen trees compatible 
to storage In a tree bank. 
The variation will permit sal­ 
vaging val uabl e plants even 
though they originally grew in 
the actual path construction will 
follow.

Simple Heat Causing Thermal 
Pollution; Concerns Government 


By STAN BENJAMIN 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Be- 
sides chemicals, sewage and 
trash something new is threat­ 
ening the rivers and streams of 
the United States and causing 
mounting concern among gov­ 
ernment officials. 
It is heat, simple heat in the 
form of hot air or water. The 
problem it causes is known as 
thermal pollution. 
By killing fish outright or 
leaving them gasping for oxy­ 
gen, or by killing off their food 
supply or distrupting their life 
cycles so they can't reproduce, 
heat can ruin a stream as sure­ 
ly as any industrial poison or 
choking pant growth. 
“ This is one of the few pollu­ 
tion problems that we have an 
opportunity to stop before it 
ever starts," 
said Jacob I. 
Bregman, 
deputy 
assistant 
secretary of the interior, in ah 
interview. 
"But I doubt we could do much 
about it if we wait too long." 
The heat comes mainly from 
two sources: nationwide, it's in­ 
dustry; in the western states, ir­ 
rigation may be a local prob­ 
lem. 
But the question of sun warm­ 
ed irrigation needs 
further 
study, said Bregman. And irri­ 
gations' 
demands 
probably 


won't grow very much, while in­ 
dustry's 
thirst 
seems un. 
quenchable. 
The focus is on industry and 
the enemies of thermal pollution 
have zeroed in on atomic power 
plants. 
No industry dumps more heat 
than the 
steam-powered elec­ 
tric utility, and no steam-elec­ 
tric system dumps more heat 
per kilowatt than an atomic 
plant. 
By the year 2020, the Water 
Resources 
Council predicts, 
steam-electric 
plants will be 
heating up 411 billion gallons a 
day—more than the whole Mis­ 
sissippi River system, or half 
the water in all the rivers and 
streams of the 48 adjoining 
states. 
Steam - electric generation 
needs water from any conven­ 
ient stream or lake. Excess wa­ 
ter usually returns to its source 
10 to 20 degrees warmer. 
A coal-burning plant dumps 
more than half its heat back 
into cooling water, while an 
atomic plant dumps almost 70 
per cent. 
And the atomic plants are tak­ 
ing over. There are only 14 in 
opeation now, but another 88 
are on the way. By 1995, it is 
estimated, atomic power will 
surpass coal and other fossil 


Say State May Be In Early Stages Of 
Death Epidemic From Flu, Pneumonia 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Cali, 
fornia health officials say the 
state may be in the early stages 
of an epidemic of deaths from 
influenza and pneumonia. 
Authorities said Wednesday 
that 58 Californians died from 
the two diseases last week, 10 
more than are usually reported 
this time of year. 
"An abnormal number of iiw 
fluenza and pneumonia deaths 
in one week is not significant 
in itself," said Dr. Louis F. 
Saylor, state health director, 
"but, if the trend 
continues 
more than two weeks running, 
we can assume it is an epi­ 
demic." 


Health 
officials 
said the 
deaths may be attributable to 
the nationwide spread of the 
Hong Kong flu. 
In Southern California, where 
the flu reached epidemic pro­ 
portions, 35 persons died last 
week — 19 in Los Angeles, five 
in Long Beach, four in Pasa­ 
dena, one in Glendale, and six 
in San Diego. 
To the north, there were nine 
deaths in San Francisco, six 
in Oakland, five in Fresno, two 
in Sacramento and one in San 
Jose. 


fuels in electric output. 
Technical improvements may 
increase efficiency, but at best 
40 to 50 per cent of the heat must 
be dumped. 
An Atomic Engery Commis­ 
sion scientist explained. 
"The only real solution is to 
get off the steam cycle."

The problem is how to make 
sure industry uses those meth­ 
ods. 
Under the Water Quality Act 
of 1965, each state has propos­ 
ed quality standards for its in­ 
terstate waters, subject to Iiw 
terior Department approval, 
and temperature limits are be­ 
ing written into them. 
But the law permits correc­ 
tive legal action only after a 
violation 
occurs and these 
standards don't touch waters 
flowing entirely within a single 
state. 
A sweeping solution might be 
to require adequate poUution- 
control in the plans for each 
new plant before any federal 
agency licenses its construct­ 
ion.

In addition to preserving trees 
in their natural setting, the new 
Instructions provide for uproot­ 
ing palm, olive, and some types 
of evergreen trees compatible 
to storage in a tree bank. 
The variation will permit sal­ 
vaging valuabl e plants even 
though they originally grew in 
the actual path construction will 
follow. 
"There presently is no way of 


estimating the amount of future 
savings," Moe said, "but the 
plan should provide substant­ 
ial funds for construction which 
previously were designated for 
landscaping.

A quick answer to the prob­ 
lem seems unlikely in view of 
the transition period going on in 
the United States government. 


Babies A Source O f 
Consolation In Ghetto 
"Consolation is a baby. In a 
house without other valuables, 
babies become the valued ob­ 
jects.” 
This concept contrasts sharp­ 
ly with the middle-class view 
that poor women have babies 
solely to increase the size of 
their relief checks. It may offfer 
new insights into one of the 
greatest problems in the "cycle 
of poverty" —pregnancies that 
begin too early and recur too 
often. 
In a sensitive report In the 
January Reader's Digest, au­ 
thor Kristin Hunter offers this 
view: "Poor women have babies 
because, in their bleak world, 
babies are the only dependable 
source of happiness. In the 
ghetto, men are transient and 
older children are trouble. 
Therefore it is necessary al­ 


ways to have another Infant in 
the house — a warm, cuddly, 
consoling creature who will ac­ 
cept all your devotion and do 
nothing in return to bring you 
anguish." 
The article offers another 
setback to the conventional view 
of "welfare babies." Writes the 
author: "Ghetto babies must be 
the most thoroughly loved in 
the world; they are passed from 
loving arms to loving arms, 
cradled, cuddled, endlessly ad­ 
m ired." 
But still it's not a happy pic­ 
ture. These much loved babies, 
the article points out, soon be­ 
come complex human beings 
with their own needs and prob­ 
lem s, all to often growing into 
the same poverty, frustration 
and futility that marks the cycle.

Apollo Moonshot Voted Top Story Of 7 968 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The Apollo 8 moon shot w<u> 


voted the top story of 1968 in a 
Christmas Eve i spoiling of VP 
member editors. 


A previous poll completed be- 


fore the dramatic flight around 
the moon had selected tue as- 
sassinations of Sen. Robert £ . 
Kennedy and the Rev. 'vuj.tui 
Luther King Jr. as the Iso. 1 and 
No. 2 stones of the year. 


The new oalloting dropped the 


two assassination stories down 
a 
notch to second and third 


place, as well as suggesting a 
high place for the release of the 
crewmen of the USS Pueblo. 
As with the Apollo 8 story, tl>e 
release of the Pueblo ciev/men 
occurred after the first poll. 
Originally, the capture of the 
ship and its crew by the Korth 
Koreans had placed seventh in 
the list of the 10 ten stones. 


The assassinations of Robert 


F. Kenndy and Martin Luther 
King caused great shock and 
later stirred deep emotions of 
shame, anger and sorrow. 
Sen. Kennedy, 42, was trying 


for the presidency this year. On 


June 4 he won the California 
Democratic primary. After a 
victory statement, shonly past 
midnight, he and his rife, Ethel, 
pregnant \vith their llth child, 
walked through a back passage- 
way in the Vmbassador Hotel in 
Los Angeles> tc meet newsmen.

Kennedy was: sJiot,a.22-caliber 
bullet pleixing his brain, and 
died 25 hours later in Good 
Samaritan Hospital, where he 
had been operated on for three 
and a half hours. 
Sirhan Bishara Sirhan, 24, 


brought to America from Jor- 
dan at 13, was grabbed at the 
scene and later charged with 
murder. His tiial, postponed 
twice, is set for Jan. 7. 


The world was sickened and 
grieved along with the Kennedy 
family as they once again ap- 
peared, self- con trolled, 
through days of public grief. 
Sen. Kennedy's body lay in state 
at St. Patrick's Cathedral in 
New York, then went by slow 
train to Washington for burial in 
Arlington Cemetery, near the 
grave of his brother. 
Dr. Martin Luther King Ji., 
39, Nobel Prize winner for 
peace and American architect 
of nonviolence in the fight for 
civil rights, was shot and killed 
in Memphis on April 4. He was 
in Memphis to lead a march 
in support of striking sanitation 
workers, 90 per cent of whom 


are Negroes. 


King had stepped onto the bal- 


cony of his room at the Lor- 
raine Hotel and was snot in the 
neck, presumably with a high- 
powered rifle from a flophouse 
across the street. He was rush- 
ed to St. Joseph's Hospital and 
died within the hour. 


Before King became the na- 
tion's civil rights leader in nud- 
1950s, most efforts on benalf of 
Negro rights were being made 
In the courts. King founded 
the Southern Christian Leader- 
ship Conference, made equal 
treatment his goal and nonvio- 
lent protest tus method. He led 
the boycott of the segregated 
Montgomery buses, civildisob- 
edience of what he considered 
unfair lavs, marches and sit- 
ins, 
made "We Shall Over- 


come" the theme song of his 
people. 


Both whites and blacks, who 


had looked to him for reconcil- 
iation between the races, mour- 
ned his loss. Immediate anger 
led to violence in 40 cities 
across the country on the night 
of his death, with 4,000 National 


Guardsmen called into the na- 
tion's capital, where the riot 
was the largest. 
James 
Earl 
Ray, 40, was 


found in England, using a false 
Canadian passport, 
brought 


back to Memphis, charged with 
King's murder and will be tried 
on March 3.

Cover loosely with plastic 
film. Refrigerate 2 to 24hours. 
When ready to bake, remove 
from refrigerator; uncover and 
let stand at room temperature 
while oven is heating, 10 to 15 
minutes. Bake in moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) until done. 20 
to 25 minutes. Turn rolls out of 
pan onto wire rack over waxed 
paper.

Apollo Moonshot Voted Top Story Of 7 968 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The Apollo 8 moon shot w<u> 


voted the top story of 1968 in a 
Christmas Eve i spoiling of VP 
member editors. 


A previous poll completed be- 


fore the dramatic flight around 
the moon had selected tue as- 
sassinations of Sen. Robert £ . 
Kennedy and the Rev. 'vuj.tui 
Luther King Jr. as the Iso. 1 and 
No. 2 stones of the year. 


The new oalloting dropped the 


two assassination stories down 
a 
notch to second and third 


place, as well as suggesting a 
high place for the release of the 
crewmen of the USS Pueblo. 
As with the Apollo 8 story, tl>e 
release of the Pueblo ciev/men 
occurred after the first poll. 
Originally, the capture of the 
ship and its crew by the Korth 
Koreans had placed seventh in 
the list of the 10 ten stones. 


The assassinations of Robert 


F. Kenndy and Martin Luther 
King caused great shock and 
later stirred deep emotions of 
shame, anger and sorrow. 
Sen. Kennedy, 42, was trying 


for the presidency this year. On 


June 4 he won the California 
Democratic primary. After a 
victory statement, shonly past 
midnight, he and his rife, Ethel, 
pregnant \vith their llth child, 
walked through a back passage- 
way in the Vmbassador Hotel in 
Los Angeles> tc meet newsmen.

Kennedy was: sJiot,a.22-caliber 
bullet pleixing his brain, and 
died 25 hours later in Good 
Samaritan Hospital, where he 
had been operated on for three 
and a half hours. 
Sirhan Bishara Sirhan, 24, 


brought to America from Jor- 
dan at 13, was grabbed at the 
scene and later charged with 
murder. His tiial, postponed 
twice, is set for Jan. 7. 


The world was sickened and 
grieved along with the Kennedy 
family as they once again ap- 
peared, self- con trolled, 
through days of public grief. 
Sen. Kennedy's body lay in state 
at St. Patrick's Cathedral in 
New York, then went by slow 
train to Washington for burial in 
Arlington Cemetery, near the 
grave of his brother. 
Dr. Martin Luther King Ji., 
39, Nobel Prize winner for 
peace and American architect 
of nonviolence in the fight for 
civil rights, was shot and killed 
in Memphis on April 4. He was 
in Memphis to lead a march 
in support of striking sanitation 
workers, 90 per cent of whom

The 1968 kill of cock pheas- 


ants was 26 percent lower this 
year than in 1967 on public hunt- 
ing areas managed by the De. 
partment of Fish and Game, 
the DFG reported today. 


The DFG said poor to fair 


pheasant production, as reflect, 
ed in pre-season brood counts, 
is also reflected in the success 
of the hunters. The total bag 
this year was 4,601 cocks uoi.i. 
pared with 6,201 a year ago. 
The poor production was at- 
tributed to the long, di y spring. 


The DFG said 26,519permits 


were issued to sportsmen on 
63,800 acres, a three percent 
increase in use on comaparable 
areas over last year. 


A total of 7,101 permitswere 


issued for three cooperative 
hunting areas managed by the 
DFG in 1968. Overall success 
for the three areas was .21 
bird per hunter, compared with 
.31 in 1967. 


Five state wildlife areas we re 


open to pheasant hunting and 
hunter success averaged .20 
birds per hunter, compared with 


.28 a year ago. The harvest of 
2,438 cocks was down 22 per- 
cent from the bag the previous 
year. The DFG issued 12,390 
permits. 


Six federal areas were mana- 


ged by the DFG this year, and 
produced an average bag of .09 
bird per hunter, compared with 
.12 a year ago. A total of 7,028 
permits were issued and 639 
' irds were taken this year.

ployment rate among nonwhites 
took a sharp drop. It was im- 
possible to say If this was any- 
thing but temporary, but it was 
an improvement even if, shock- 
ingly, it remained double the 
white rate. 
The nousing industry, which 
had fallen into a depression all 
its own a couple of years ago, 
was able to recover in 1968 
to the extent that more homes 
were begun than at any time in 
four years. 


Americans can be thankful al- 
so thaf the boom-bust cycle, in 
which a soaring economy plung- 
es into the pit of recession, 
remained tamed for the eighth 
straight year, a record. Al- 
though badly inflated, the econ- 
omy continues to expand. 
The dollar, under speculative 


attacks that might have forced 
devaluation and confusion in 
world trade, was able to retain 
its strength throughout the year, 
for which the whole world can be 
thankful. 


A.t the same time the stock 
market was able to withstand- 
even ignore news so bad that it 
might have precipitated a sell- 
off in most other years. War, 
balance of payments troubles, 
urban unrest and assassinations 
were taken in stride. 


Investors 
even ignored the 


chaotic 
condition of record 


keeping in Wall Street, which 
some officials feared might lead 
to a loss of confidence by the in- 
vesting public. More than just 
brokers are thankful to have 
gotten 
through 1968 without 


more problems. 
Americans can be thankful al- 
so that government revenues for 
the first time in years seem 
likely to eaten up or even sur- 
pass government spending, al- 
though its anybody's guess how 
long this will continue. 


The new spirit of cooperation 


between government and busi- 
ness seemed finally to show 
some inroads on the urban prob- 
lems that have caused so much 
trouble and anguish and de- 
struction. 
The National Alliance of Busi- 


nessmen ran far ahead of its 
aims of finding 100,000 jobs by 
next June 30 for the hard core 
unemployed. Major insurance 
companies committed millions 
of dollars to slum investments. 


Throughout 
the 
year 
the 


American consumer complain- 
ed about inflation, and with rea- 
son. The consumer price index 
rose more than 4 per cent, the 
greatest erosion of money val- 
ues since the Korean war. 


But there was another aspect of 
the picture. Incomes continued 
to rise faster than the rate of 
inflation and most Americans 
showed real increases in their 
standard of living. 
To have gotten through 1968 


without more slips or even a 
plunge, considering the tight- 
rope that was walked, is rea- 
son enough for thanks.

assumption of dictatorial pow« 
ers by the military-backed re- 
gime of Brazilian President Ar- 
thur Da Costa e Silva has put 
the United States face to face 
with one of its touchiest Latin 
American problems in recent 
years.

ments in recent year shave been 
military . oriented, Washington 
felt that they were sufficiently 
progressive to deserve the 
nearly $1.4 billion in loans and 
grants provided by the United 
States since 1961.

ure over the rpsults of a Brazil- 
ian congressional vote, is con- 
sidered by the United Suites as

overs. 


Besides the condern ovei the 


move to the right, U.S. officials 
say they are also disturbed be- 
cause the Brazilian generals 


acted with no apparent thought 
about relations with Washing* 
ton. 


One part of the dilemma now 


facing U. S. officials is that they 
don't want to take any action 
that would rebound by a severe 
anti.American reaction in Bra. 
zil. 


Such American action could 


result in the withdrawal or ex- 
clusion of Brazil from the Alli- 
ance for Progress. Without 
Brazil, the largest and most 
populous country in Latin Amer» 
ici, the Alliance would virtually 
cease to exist as an important 
force foi social progress. 


But these officials say that in 


the long run the United States 
has little choice but to disapw 
prove of a dictatorial regime 
whose principles are complete- 
ly opposed to those set forth 
in the Alliance for Progress 
charter.

Political Fireworks Start

The withdrawal of Gov.Geor- 


ge Romney of Michigan as a 
Republican president candidate 
on the last day of February 
merely foreshadowed March's 
political fireworks. 


The first bombshell exploded 


in the New Hampshire primary 
March 12, where Sen. Eugene 
J. McCarthy of Minnesota took a 
surprising 42.4 per cent of the 
Democratic 
ballots cast, a- 


gainst a 49.4 per cent write-in 
vote for President Johnson. 


Before the shock of this event 


had subsided, Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy of New York further 
confused the political scene. 
Having 
re-examined in the 


light of the New Hampshire re- 
sults his oft-stated decision not 
to run, he declaredon March 16: 
"I 
am announcing today my 


candidacy for the presidency of 
the United States." 
There was more to come. On 
March 21 Gov. Nelson A.. Rock- 
feller of New York amazed re- 
porters by saying: "I am not a 
candidate campaigning, direct- 


Humphrey Call For

ly or Indirectly, for the presi- 
dency of the United States." He 
softened the surprise, however, 
by conceding he blood ready to 
answer any true and meaning- 
ful Republican draft. 


But the real earthquake shook 


the country on March 31, when 
President 
Johnson 
casually 


tossed this stunner into a tele- 
vision and radio speech dealing 
mainly with the Vietnam war: 
"I shall not seek, and I will 


not accept, the nomination of 
my party for another term as 
your President." 
Across the Atlantic, Britons 
braced for their own series of 
shocks. 
"We must have two years of 


hard slog," Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Roy Jenkins told the 
nation (March 19) as he an- 
nounced a budget involving the 
heaviest tax burden in peace- 
time history. 


To attain a $2.2 billion goal, 
excise taxes went up on every- 
thing from consumer goods to 
gambling and drinking. 
There were still more serious 


money troubles. A jet-age-style 
gold rush precipitated a crisis 
in the world's monetary system. 
Speculative buying of gold sur- 
ged, despite United States gov- 
ernment pledges to support the 
price at $35 per ounce. 


In just 10 days about 900 tons 


of gold changed hands, instead 
of the usual tnree to five tons 
daily. Prices reached $44.36 
per ounce in Paris. 


Members of the seven-nation 


international gold pool — the 
United States, Great Britain, It- 
aly, West Germany, Belgium, 
the Netherlands and Switzer- 
land — met at Washington in the 
crisis and achieved a tempor- 
ary solution. 


They established a two-price 
system for gold — $35 an ounce 
for transactions between mem- 
ber governments, and another 
price fluctuating 
with supply 


and demand on the free market. 


In March also there was a so- 


lution to problems involving an- 
other metal — copper.A strike 
of 260 days, the longest in the 
U. S. industry's history, finally 
ended in mid-March. The unions 
failed to gain the companywide 
contracts with common expira- 
tion dates they had sought, but 
they did win wage boosts rang- 
ing from 75 cents to $1.20 an 
hours. 
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
